Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112

claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 48 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. As to claim 48, recitation "means for 

accessing the sacral position of the sacral vertebral body" is indefinite because 

Applicant's disclosure is vague with respect to what structure(s) is/ are considered 

"means for accessing the sacral position of the sacral vertebral body." As to claim 49, 

recitation "means for accessing the anterior surface of the sacral vertebral body" is 

indefinite because applicant's disclosure is vague with respect to what structures(s) 

is/ are considered "means for accessing the anterior surface of the sacral vertebral 

body." 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the fragmenting 
element, means for accessing the sacral position, instrument body, and means for 
accessing the anterior surface must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered.
